RUSH FOR THE KING'S 
GRAPES. 


A FLOOD OF ORDERS.“ 


So great has been the demand 
for the King’s grapes from the 
famous vine a: Haospsoa Court 
Palace, which H.M. Office of 
Works announced waonld this 
year, for the first time, be sold to 
the public, that the greater part 
of this year’s crop of 600 bunches 
was disposed of almost as soon 
fas offsred. Fhe proceeds are, 
of course. being devoted to 
benevolence. 

The grapes wore offered to the 
public at 5s. per Ib. in’ baskets 
made by blind soldiers at St. 
Danstan’s Hostel, and so many 
orders for baskets were received 
by post, telegraph, and telephone, 
that the Wop ‘could have been 
disposed of over and over agsit 
jn the first two days, but a pro- 
portion of the grapes was reserved 
for visitors to the gardens. 

During the war the grapes were 
distributed by the King amongst 
the wounded soldiers in. ¥arious 
hospitals, but before that they 
were always reserved for his 
Majesty's table.

been issued in.pampblet form. Ik 
is noted that the period 
any member of the party was in 
Russia -was aboat three weeks; 
tho majority spent six woaksin 
the country, and one remained 
lopger to study peasant questions 
in the Samara Government. 
“Most accounts of Soviet Rasdix 
in the 
capitalist Press of our own coun- 
try (tha report states) proved to 
bs parvarsions‘of the facts. Wo 
did pot see any violence or dis- 
order in the streets, though we 
walked about them freely at al} 


‘} hours of the day and night, We 


sea people = fall 
starvation in the 
streets. We did not notice 
apy interference with the reliziors 
lif2 of the paople. We did oo 
sea any Chinese soldiers, We 
saw noevidence of extraordinary 
luxury on the partof the leading 
Com missaires. We did not find 
that either women er children had 
baan nationalizad. Wo certainly 
did witness a widespread break- 
down in tha transport system, 
with daplorshle. economic con- 
saquences, and wa saw terrible 
evidences of underfeeding -and 
suTering.” - 

Dealing with genera} condi- 
tioma, the report says that there 
is no doubt that the average 
Russian inthe towas is underfed, 
badby clothed, and badly shod. 
Peasants are mach better off. On 
the average children are better off 
than adults, bot the standard of 
nutrition is mos. good. The 
Revolution has effecsed in the 
towns not only a change of poli- 
tical power, bat a social transfor- 
mation. The richer classes have 
been dispossessed of their houses 
and other property the control of 
large-scale industry has passed 
out ofthe bands of those «ho 
were formeriy at the head of it. 
Large masses of the town popala- 
tion ara now enjoying s share of 
the avsilable. national wealth 
(including houae sczommodatioa) 
greater than thay eojoyed before. 
The delegates were much struck 
by tha enlightened policy of the 
Soviet Government in the matter 
of child life. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE ' 
PICTURE, 

On the other hand, the dele- 
gation are convinced that these 
achievemants have been bought at 
a very heavy price. They leave 
open for the present the question 
as to whether these methods were 
or were not inevitable. Personal 
freedom, together with freedom of 
speech and of propaganda (includ- 
ing newspapers. the issue of 
election literature, and the hold- 
ing of meetings), is severely re- 
pressed in the cas2 of all those 
whose activities are supposed 
to threaten ‘the Soviat 
regime. The means now used 
ave far less severe than. those 
usad when foreign invasion, civil 
war, and internal conspiracy 
were at their height—"the 
Terror,” as they are called by 
Communists ‘themselves. But 
“the Tarror™ has left its traces 
behind it in the form of a pervad- 
ing fear that any expression of, 
opinion adverse to the dominant 
part will be treated as “ counter- 
revolutionary,” snd will lead 

imprisonment or some 
kind of penalization. This 
fear is kept slive by the 
fact that arrests constantly take 
place, for alleged _— political 
offences. The definition of such 
offences is dangerously wide, 
closely resembling, in fact—tho 
report states—the definitions 
adopted in our.own Defence of 
the Realm Act and the numerous 
Orders made under it. The fear

Tt was in 18{1 that the island 
of Hongkong was ceded by the 
Emperor of China to Queen 
Victoria, ber heirs aad saccessors, 
in parpatnity. Tha formal treaty 
was dated Augus: 26 but in 
point of fact, possassion bad been 
taken on January 26. Twanty 
years later almost. to a day the 
Colony was enlarged by the 
acquisition of the piace of roain- 
Innd territory kno ao as Kowloon, 

ing the priacipal part of tha 
iSland. Tho qaestion of tho 
aonexation of this ates, which 
owas slreadsy held on leas>. was 
one result of the war with Chins 
and the step had long bsen re- 
+ commended by the chief of the 
naval station in China Rear- 
Admiral, Sie Miche) Seymour. 
Accordingly, s» Goavention was 
negotiated with Coina at Peking, 
by which Kowlooa was cedad to 
Britain as “adop2adency of ths 
colony of Hongkonz.” Tie dis- 
trict had previously bien Jeased 
by Lau Tsang Kwanz, Gavernor- 
General of the province, to Mr.

THE MANDARINS’ ACQUPESCENCE. 

On the occasion of the reading 
of Lord Elgin’s Proclamation an 
immense placard containing a 
Chinese translation of it was ex- 
hibited, as we learn from the: in- 
formative History compiled by 
Mr. J. W. Nottor-Kyshe, formerly 
Registrar of the Supreme Court, 
who may be regarded as the semi- 
oficial historiographer of the 
Colongs, at any rate on its consti- 
tutional and jadicial side. The 
forroalities having bean completed 
Mr. Parkes intimated to the 
Mandarins that henceforth 
Kowloon was British, in which 
those native functionaries ac- 
quiesced. The naval guns then’ 
boomed from several paints and 
the military also fired a salvo, 
the proceeding being rounded off 
at Lord Elgin’s suggestion with 
“three cheers for the Old 
Count and three more for 
Queen Victoria. :
